WHAT THE PEOPLE OF SOUTH CARO-
LINA DARED TO DO IN 1774-5.

Wihen Boston was blockaded on acconnt of
the reliellious disposition of her citizens, mani
fested hy the act ot ibrowing overhoard the
st India Company’s tea, the Colony of South
Carolipa immediately held a mass-meeting in
Shaddeztown, as it was then called. A very
great number assembled from every part of the
provinee, and, upon hearing the matter explain-
ed tu them, they adopted resolutions for sup-
porting the people of Boston by voluntary con:
tributions, for orgarizing various committees,

i and for appointing delegates to a general Con-

gress,  “This Convention of the people, and
these resolutions,” says Ramsay, « Inid the
foundation of all the suhsequent proceedings;”
which in fiwo years, resulted in a Revolution.

We adduce this fact to remind Carolinians
of this day, of the prompt, decisive aud deter-
mined conduet of those from whon we are de-
ecended, in resisting the very approach of un-
Jjust legislation.

They knew that the prospect of suceess, in
a contest with the power of the Mother Coun-
try, was altogether eclcerless; and yet they
moved right on to it, hecause the other alter-
native was submission to wrong and conse-
guent disgrace. They knew it was ngainst
their present interest to take the step. They
were prosperous and flourishing—their pro-
vinee, the chief favorite of Royalty.

The capy before us is in the hand-writing of
Joba Drayton, and appo..s to have been far-
nished him while preparing for the press the
memoirs of William Heary Drayton.  For the
use of it we are indebted also to our friend, Dr.
(Gibbes, whose rich and priceless collections of
manuseripts, memorials, relics, &e., only seem
to aflord him pleasure in proportion, as he can
share their enjoyment with others,
